How People’s World Enables Embezzlement, Subversion, and Perversion of The Party 


In Late 2022, | was informed that the National Convention would be delayed, a decision made by the National Committee of the Communist 
Party USA. | vehemently opposed this position but by the time | was made aware of the news, the decision had apparently already been closed. | 
knew that this was a blatant abuse of power, | knew that the current National Committee was not elected by current Party composition, but | 
did not have any hard evidence in my favor, so on the principle of Democratic Centralism, | bit my tongue and made my peace. Even after the 
National Committee fumbled the Railway Strikes, | bit my tongue. Even after | was made aware the National Committee has not formally 
announced the delay, | bit my tongue. However, on January 24, 2023 | saw an article made by Joe Sims (which was in reality a keynote address 
to the CPUSA National Committee) in which to my shock he demanded that the Party fundraise $200,000 for People’s World, an entity that 
National Committee members have repeatedly assured is holistically separate from the Party, and declared, “Failure to make that goal is simply 
not an option.” | subsequently discovered that Joe Sims is an executive staff member of both People’s World and its publisher Long View 
Publishing, and to my horror a majority of the executive staff are in fact current/previous CPUSA members who have occupied very high level 
positions within the Party. If | had bit my tongue then, | would have cut it off, so instead here we are. Today, the Party is in complete chaos, 
National Bodies have lost control of the Party, our history is being archived through Social Media bickering, rogue Party members are engaging 
in clandestine activities (more accurately pranks) against the National Bodies with little resistance, and National is completely out of touch 
from the masses. Enough is enough. This report will serve two major purposes: 


One, document as much relevant information as possible on the history, connections, and staff of People’s World, especially their relationship to 
specific CPUSA members. This will also go in depth on why this intimate relationship is perverting the Party, and will help contextualize why 
many high ranking members hold apathetic, malicious, and suspicious attitudes towards on the ground members, particularly those initiated 
after the 30th National Convention. 

Two, lay out a plan of action that is true to the spirit of Marxism-Leninism, democracy, and our own CPUSA traditions. Unfortunately, the Party 
has regressed to the point where we cannot be engaged in the ideological struggle, we must “clean house” as it were. To that end, all plans of 
action will be devoid of ideological bickering and will remain exclusively in the realm of bureaucracy. A solid foundation is necessary if ideology 
is to go beyond the salaries of a few dozen Party members. 


The contents, and even mere publication, of this report will no doubt cause an uproar, so | will preemptively answer some questions: 

Why didn’t you go through any official Party channels? 

If they exist, they have not been made known to me. And even if they do exist, | cannot guarantee anyone besides Joe Sims and Rossana 
Cambron will see this report. Despite extremely thorough and persistent attempts to communicate with National, | and many others have been 
completely ignored. The contents of this report being published like this are a direct result of the National Committee’s commitment to 
non-action. 

Why anonymously? 

The contents of this report should be read, analyzed, and judged on their own merits. The National Committee has made it clear in past 
handlings of inner party conflict, that they have no intent on controlling smears, lies, and harassment against opposition members. If you have 
any doubt about my intentions or character, simply remind yourself that the majority of the National Committee are anonymous as well and I’m 
not the one demanding $200,000. 

Isn't this against Democratic Centralism? 

If CPUSA were still actively engaging in Democratic Centralism then yes of course, but alas they are not. Democratic Centralism has never, and 
will never, mean compliance to corruption. Since there exists no functioning apparatus to curtail corruption in the Party, this is the only way to 
guarantee this report is actually made available to the Party.

As you can see, People’s World is run almost entirely by high level members of CPUSA, overwhelmingly 
from the Sam Webb era, but why is this an issue?

1. Webbites aren’t Marxist-Leninists 


a. 


They are “Communists”, in reality Gorbachevites, who were indoctrinated into CPUSA in 
that particular moment in history, and represent a deviant revisionist trend. 


2. Inbred leadership 


a. 


All financial institutions of CPUSA (membership/dues, People’s World, International 
Publishing, real estate, etc.) are managed by a very small minority of Party members with 
very little oversight. The response to the explosive rise in membership should’ve been mass 
democratization of these institutions, but alas this did not happen. Instead leadership 
across all of these platforms have become increasingly insular. At some point during the 
Sam Webb administration, whether by necessity (because of dwindling membership) or 
willful malice, the leadership became inbred; that is the same 50 or so Party members 
simply started rotating leadership positions, especially those pertaining to the financial 
institutions. Nearly 20 years of this inbreeding has caused the financial institutions to be 
increasingly greedy, divorced from the Party, and politically inept. 


3. Financially motivated apathy 


a. 


On the ground members represent the overwhelming majority of the Party. However, they 
did not reach this juncture until 2016, two years after the National Convention. This new 
wave of members (who are growing at a much higher rate every year) are usually 
differentiated by their young age, but a more appropriate distinguishing feature for them is 
their ignorance of the Party’s history, traditions, and bureaucratic procedure. Fourteen 
years of Webbite policy has rendered CPUSA into little more than an esoteric cult, with 
financial institutions concentrating into less and less people. This, in conjunction with mass 
resignations (source: 
https://www.cpusa.org/party_voices/convention-discussion-to-build-our-party-rebuild-left 
-and-intermediate-forms/) and poor record keeping, has made the Sam Web era into a 
Dark Age of CPUSA History where at best 1,000 (but more likely around 100) Party 
members today would’ve experienced first-hand and very little coherent data is accessible. 
Even after Sam Web stepped down as Co-Chair in 2014, the damage had already been done 
and the financial institutions were codified to what we see today. Taking advantage of the 
ignorance of this history among the overwhelming majority, the financial institutions have 


launched a clandestine operation to keep on the ground members as uninformed as 
possible. This is because the financial institutions are run by web venture capitalists, who 
get the most capital from limiting the Party’s activities to that which only benefits internet 
traction. Party members are reduced to merely People’s World readers, sources of 
donation, and free ad space. However these Neo-Webbite policies and operations have 
been increasingly less effective, and have never reached the efficacy of Webbite 
administrations. This has resulted in an increased consciousness among on the ground 
members to the activities of the financial institutions and severe antagonism between 
leadership (backed by the financial institutions) and on the ground members (the 
overwhelming majority of the Party). Today, the most pressing question among on the 
ground members is transparency, especially the movement of funds. This is demonstrated 
by the pitiful amount of dues paying members reported every year since 2017. The 
financial institutions cannot produce a satisfactory answer that wouldn’t result in the total 
restructuring of the Party and seizure of their assets, so instead they have resorted to 
esoteric communication channels, privatization of knowledge, and refusal to perform 
constitutionally mandated tasks. Where in the past this allowed the Sam Web 
administration to rule with an iron grip, today the Neo-Webbite Sims-Cambron 
administration are terrified and paranoid, making several miscalculations such as 
haphazardly targeting on the ground members, increased coverage of internet drama, 
creating unrealistic fundraising goals, and worst of all delaying the National Convention. 


4. People’s World is not an organ of the party (source:

Therefore it operates outside the jurisdiction of the Party, Thus allowing high level 
members to subvert the Party line and allow the proliferation of center-left propaganda, 
deviant ideologies (particularly from Webbites and Neo-Webbites), and even anti 
Marxist-Leninist rhetoric that would be otherwise unacceptable if it were a party organ 


5. People’s World devalues the Party apparatus 


a. 


The CPUSA blog is not a newspaper, the only associated newspaper CPUSA has is 
People’s World (although unofficial) 
Funds that would otherwise go into an actual Party-based newspaper are now being 
appropriated to People’s World 

i. The creation of a Party-based newspaper are actively discouraged because “we 

have People’s World” 

The prevalence and frequency of cross-posting articles between the CPUSA blog and 
People’s World makes the CPUSA blog functionally useless since non-interparty articles 


flood the blog. In its current state, the CPUSA blog serves little more than “People’s World 
Lite” 

. CPUSA funds for People’s World enrich a select coterie of high level members at the expense of the 
Party 

a. Unlike dues, the Party has no control over the distribution of these funds 

b. This money is largely untraceable and has no accountability 

c. Therefore People’s World acts as a semi-legal embezzlement scheme for high level 
Party members 

Conflict of Interest 

a. Long View Publishing (Publisher of People’s World) is a corporation run and owned by a 
select few high level members with 7,500 shares valued at $100 each (source: see 
below in Publicly Available Documents of Long View Publishing Co) 

b. As People’s World is not a party organ, capitalistic greed goes unchecked and has 
perverted the minds of high level members and made them delusional enough to believe 
that demanding $200,000 for a private company they own shares in is acceptable 
behavior of Party leadership 

. The status of People’s World is contradictory and obtuse 
a. To say that People’s World isn’t a party organ while simultaneously being exclusively run 
and managed by high level members requires a level of cognitive dissonance equivalent to 
brain damage 
i. The people who approve CPUSA blog posts and the people who approve People’s 
World article are largely the same people 
ii. Funds given to People’s World are necessarily given almost entirely to Party 
members 
iii. | The CPUSA blog and People’s World are supposed to fulfill completely separate 
objectives but (as stated above) cross-posted articles are so common that this is 
untrue in practice 
b. The full extent of the connection between People’s World and CPUSA has been made 
increasingly and intentionally obscure in order to avoid scrutiny from the Party 
(source: see below in Examination of Official Party Comments on People’s World) 


Cabal’s World 
e The presence of an “in-group”, “old boys club”, “cabal” or whatever you choose to call it is palpable 
in CPUSA 
o Lack of any coordinated National/all hands voting, ideological discussion, or debates 
outside the National Convention (which only occurs every 4-5 years) 
Secret Discords and Group Chats where pertinent information is given 
Lack of any formal communication between National bodies and members on the ground 
Active discouragement of inter-club communication 
Absence of democracy in National policy 
m Updates on the ideological line and party program are produced 
undemocratically, conveyed in passing remarks, and poorly documented 
o Dues have yet to be properly distributed while fundraisers for People’s World have been 
organized effectively and consistently 
o Majority of the staff of People’s World do not disclose their position, history, or even 
membership within CPUSA 
o Salaries and movement of funds within the Party are not publicly disclosed 
o High level members are ignoring constitutionally mandated responsibilities that are to the 
benefit of on the ground members 
= ‘Figure it out” has been the standard policy for on the ground members 
o Lack of any formal assessments or initiation for new members 
= This has been used as an excuse to justify the rampant apathy, laziness, and 
cowardice of high level members 
e this has and never will be an appropriate excuse 
e |f they are unfit to vote, why did you let them into the Party? 
e The most immediately obvious members of this cabal are the executive staff of People’s World 
o Their ideological tendencies and histories are derived from the taint of Sam Webb 
o Because they have total control over both the CPUSA blog and People’s World, largely 
share the same authorship, and general disdain of writers with souls and Revolutionary 
attitudes, we can use the prevalence of authorship across both of these sites to get a 
better picture of the in-group. 
m This also doubly demonstrates the full extent of how intimate People’s World is to 
this old boys club 
m However since proximity is not verifiable evidence this will simply serve as a list 
of Suspicious Party Members who are recommended to be investigated

Unacceptable Behavior 
1. Joe Sim’s ridiculous demand of $200,000 

a. How much of that will be his paycheck? 

2. Majority of high level Staff of People’s World are current or previous high level members of CPUSA 
(see above) 

a. This is aclear conflict of interest as Joe Sims and many on National Committee are using 
dues and other sources of income collected for/by CPUSA to enrich People’s World and 
their own salaries 

b. National Committee has repeatedly mobilized CPUSA members to fundraise for People’s 
World 

c. Many of these connections are intentionally hidden or not readily available 

3. National Committee has repeatedly assured members that People’s World is not an ‘official’ wing of 
CPUSA 

a. The nature of the attitudes and policy of National Committee towards People’s World make 
this claim suspect, but details provided throughout this entire document make this claim a 
blatant lie or an attempt to conceal the activities, movement of funds, and other 
immoral behavior of high level Party members from the rest of the Party 

b. Long View Publishing, the publisher of People’s World, is located in the CPUSA New York 
Office and run by the exact same people 

4. High level staff of People’s World and CPUSA are in intimate relationships

5. Article IX Section 2 of CPUSA Constitution states: “The income from dues and initiation fees shall 


be apportioned among the various subdivisions of the Party as determined by the National 
Committee.” 


a. Dues have yet to be properly distributed amongst clubs 

b. Constitution ratified in 2019, as of 2023 this obligation has yet to be fulfilled, but 
hundreds of thousands are demanded to be funneled into People’s World every year 

6. Delaying the 2023 National Convention to 2024 

a. During the 31st National Conference, CPUSA had approx. 7,500 members (or less), now in 
January 2023 this has more than doubled to approx. 16,000 members (or less) (source: see 
below in Estimating Party Membership From 2017 to 2023) 

b. That means, at best the current National Committee was elected by less than half of the 
current Party 


c. By delaying the national convention they have undemocratically extended the tenure of 
their leadership 
i. This also means they have unilaterally revoked the voting rights of members 
who joined from June 2019 to May 2022, who not only represent a substantial 
percentage of membership, but were otherwise constitutionally allowed to 
participate in the National Convention.

Until these demands are met, it should be assumed that no national body of CPUSA can be trusted 
and are actively sabotaging the Party in order to (effectively) embezzle money. 


What Do We Do If The Financial Institutions Do Not Cooperate? 
Simple, we create our own. Past endeavors to subvert the financial institutions were done so by splintering 
the Party. This is an ineffective strategy because these splinters would be concentrated to a small 
collective of clubs, usually geographically close together, with little to no financial backing. Moreover, 
splintering is only an effective strategy if it is also in some way reflected in the financial institutions, which 
is not possible in CPUSA because the financial institutions are motivated by money not ideology. Since the 
aims and interests of the financial institutions are only monetary, the ebb and flow, activities, and 
ideological composition of clubs largely have no effect on them. So long as they have members who 
give dues and donations, the activities of the financial institutions remain unfazed. In fact 
splintering (and general chaos and bickering in the Party) is to their benefit as the particularities of the 
disagreements become lost over time, history is forgotten, and the cycle repeats itself with a fresh batch of 
oblivious new members. Therefore what | am suggesting is not to form another splinter, but rather a total 
subversion of these financial institutions. We are the Communist Party USA, they are simply the 
administrators of a collection of websites, corporations, and real estate. The current financial institutions of 
CPUSA are fundamentally parasitic, meaning they are unable to produce anything themselves and rely on 
the overwhelming majority of the Party to finance their activities. Therefore if we intentionally and 
systemically prevent any money from flowing into these bodies, it will simply be a matter of time before 
they are forced to give up their assets. Below | will detail particular ways we can effectively subvert the 
financial institutions. Individual members and clubs cannot do any of the below activities, these 
can only be successful when performed at the national level 
1. Conduct and hold national/all hands meetings ourselves 
a. Materially, what /sa national meeting? A Zoom call. Because the financial institutions 
rely on third party software to communicate and rally the Party, we can easily use this to 
our advantage and host our own meetings. Unfortunately, organizing said meetings will be 
very difficult at first because the tradition of interparty discussion has mostly been lost. 
Early meetings will necessarily include bad faith and deviant members, however the 
immediate aims and objective is the reestablishment of discipline and formality into 


CPUSA and the elimination of the corrupt financial institutions. The ideological battle will 
happen afterwards. In terms of “infiltrators” (Webbites, Neo-Webbites, feds, etc). They 
represent such a small and insignificant percentage of membership that their presence at 
newly established national meetings will have little to no effect. 
i. This point applies equally to all forms of social media. Youtube, Twitter, discord, 
Facebook, etc. can all be easily reestablished outside the jurisdiction of the 
financial institutions 


2. Direct all members to a newly democratically owned website 


a. 


While Rossana Cambron in theory handles membership, the reality is that most people are 
not initiated through the website or People’s World, but rather through people discovering 
the activities (both online and in person) of clubs. New members sign up through cpusa.org 
only because club leaders direct them to do so. Because the National Committee has 
delayed the National Convention on the grounds of “infiltration” they are admitting that 
membership verification through cpusa.org is not valid and does not guarantee 
constitutional rights. Clubs and Districts simply only have to redirect new members to a 
new website, created by the actual Party. The most immediate function would be making 
a sign up form and payment processing, both relatively easy to implement. Before 
implementing dues collection however, there must be a clear and transparent 
mechanism where members can see how/what dues are used for. 


3. Create our own newspaper 


a. 


People’s World readership is intrinsically tied to interest in CPUSA. However, because they 
are ideologically passive and cowardly, People’s World is not immediately recognizable as a 
body of CPUSA. We can easily take advantage of this by creating an explicitly 
Marxist-Leninist newspaper run by the Party. Many members have resorted to 
publishing on niche platforms like blogspot and substack, but since it is not a collective 
effort, these articles are unregulated and poorly, if at all, archived. With a true Party-based 
newspaper, We can effectively advance Marxist-Leninist ideology (instead of regressing it) 
and motivate theoretically curious on the ground members who were otherwise unallowed 
to previously. 


4. Propagate against the financial institutions 


a. 


Criticism of CPUSA has only ever targeted the ideological failings of the Party (in the 
present moment). This is an easily ignorable and ineffective strategy because it does not 
identify any particular enemies, but rather broadly “national leadership”. This report 
offers clear, specific enemies within the Party and a method to identify them. 
This report should act as the basis for all propaganda and agitation against the financial 


institutions, and can easily serve as a “fast-track” history of CPUSA over the past two 
decades. 


5. Repatriotize splinter parties 


a. 


This will, of course, be conducted on a party by party, and member by member basis and 
approved by the majority of the Party through national debate and voting. While not 
necessary from a population/numbers perspective, splinter parties usually host some of 
the most theoretically advanced and ideologically committed Marxist-Leninists 
in America. 
i. This will give us two main advantages over the financial institutions: 
1. Reestablishes a unified Marxist-Leninist movement, consolidating all our 
forces under one collective 
2. Immediate improvement of theory and strategy by properly utilizing 
ideologically correct but financially disenfranchised people 
ii. | Moreover, a significant amount of these splinters occurred during the Sam Webb 
administration and would no doubt serve as a great resource for historical data on 
the Dark Age.

Supplementary Information 


Who and What are Webbites? 
Webbites are followers and supporters of the revisionist movement headed by CPUSA Chairman Sam Webb. 
Following the collapse of the Soviet Union, CPUSA, like all Soviet aligned organizations, became pure 
pandemonium. With major financial resources evaporated and global and national institutions decimated, 
this left the Party totally and utterly demoralized, jaded, and ideologically insecure. Gus Hall, while still as 
committed as ever, unfortunately was not able to change this trajectory of the Party. In this period, you see 
People’s World staff (who at the time were known as People’s Weekly World) started to occupy more and 
more high level positions since all other institutions (financial or not) were essentially defunct. This finally 
culminated in 2000 with the election of Sam Webb as Party Chair, solidifying the Webbite tendency into 
the Party. The Webbite ideology can be characterized by three key tenets with (meaningless) variations and 
orthodoxy practiced today. 

1. Disillusionment with Marxism-Leninism 


a. 


Sam Webb and his cronies totally and completely bought into the “end of history” narrative 
that was prevalent at the time. They actively denounced orthodox Marxism-Leninism as a 
“failed tendency of the 20th century” and started to liberalize the Party ideology, turning 
socialism into little more than a meaningless feel-good buzzword. One of the most telling 
ways of identifying Webbite tendencies is how they label Party activities “Marxist” and not 
“Marxist-Leninist” (source: 


https://web.archive.org/web/20230128073604/https://www.cpusa.org/party info/reflecti

2. Deemphasis of revolutionary activities, and introduction of “lesser of two evils” strategy 


a. 


From this point on, all efforts became concentrated on electioneering for the Democratic 
Party. This was done on the grounds that the DNC represented a progressive force against 
the “reactionary and fascist” GOP. In reality, there wasn’t, and never will be, any 
meaningful distinction between the two capitalist parties, and support for the DNC was 
beyond conditional. Sam Webb himself was infatuated, obsessed at times, with the DNC. In 
2008 he claimed the election of Obama was a necessity and priority (source: 
https://web.archive.org/web/20090501173531/http://www.politicalaffairs.net/article/arti 
cleview/7481/), rhetoric Webbites use to this day. In 2009 he claimed Obama was a 
“people’s advocate” (source: 
https://web.archive.org/web/20230128073739/https://www.peoplesworld.org/article/hon 
oring-ohio-s-unsung-heroes-of-2008-elections/). Today, Sam Webb spends most of his 


political endeavors pushing the DNC line on his website. 


3. Destruction of infrastructure and discipline, and an emphasis on internet related activities 


a. Early into Sam Webb’s tenure, he (correctly) identifies the necessity to incorporate the 
internet into Party activities. However, he completely and totally mischaracterizes how the 
internet actually functions, and instead categorizes it as something capable of “infinite 
possibilities", one of which is that it “makes it possible for the People’s World and 
Political Affairs to reach an infinitely bigger audience”. This nebulous definition along with 
the already out of touch and aging Webbite tendency, resulted in a decade of failed and 
embarrassing attempts to penetrate the online space (source: 
https://web.archive.org/web/20230128081414/http://www.politicalaffairs.net/a-party-of 
-socialism-in-the-21st-century-what-it-looks-like-what-it-says-and-what-it-does/ 

Today the Webbite tendency is consolidated into the senior most positions of the Party and financial 
institutions, represented by members like Joe Sims, Rossana Cambron, and Roberta Wood. They are old, 
financially and ideologically motivated, and totally alienated from the rest of the Party. While they occupy 
senior leadership positions, the decades of inbreeding leadership roles has made these positions 
meaningless. The true purpose today for the Webbite tendency is to mask the operation of Neo-Webbites. 
Neo-Webbites are followers (or more accurately employees) of Sam Webb who were initiated into CPUSA 
during or after his administration. In one word they are grifters. Their history is totally divorced and alien 
from CPUSA until their initiation in this period. Because of the laissez-faire nature of CPUSA, Neo-Webbites 
are notable for their low political IQ and lack of any meaningful ideology. They usually do not have any 
disagreements with Webbites, only ever the most incompetent statements from Neo-Webbites are rebuffed 
(usually because of outrage from the Party), but this amounts to little more than a slap on the wrist. It is 
doubtful many Neo-Webbites are even aware of what tendency they are actually hijacking, but their shared 
liberal attitudes keep them amicable. However, Neo-Webbites represent the greatest threat to the Party. 
Neo-Webbites are in total control of all Party communication channels, and occupy the large majority of the 
financial institutions. They are totally and completely financially motivated. They are intimately aware of 
the current situation of CPUSA and act to maintain the current system, through any means necessary. They 
have no qualms engaging in undemocratic and clandestine activities and largely stay anonymous to avoid 
scrutiny. The Webbites allow Neo-Webbites to engage in these activities because they have become 
politically impotent and have exchanged control of the Party for financial security and peace of mind. 
Neo-Webbites are represented by members like C. J. Atkins, Chauncey Robinson, and Mark Gruenberg. 
While not ideologically unified, Neo-Webbites are intimately connected to the finances of CPUSA and so are 
only united on one issue; the complete and total subservience of the Party to the financial institutions. 
Today, Neo-Webbites are the most paranoid faction of CPUSA. Whether consciously or not, Neo-Webbites 
are aware of how antagonistic most of the Party is to them. They hardly do any on the ground activities, and 
instead spend most of their time concocting plots and deriding on the ground Party members in their group 
chats and discord channels. When they do make public appearances, this is exclusively done through Social 
Media (i.e. in their bedroom). oftentimes they will hide behind District level CPUSA accounts (primarily 


those concentrated in the East and West Coasts). The truth is though that most of the “Districts” handled 
by Neo-Webbites are totally defunct, representing less members than most clubs. The purpose of this is two 
fold: one, it keeps them anonymous while still being able to exert authority in public space, and two it gives 
them significantly more power over on the ground members as clubs are subordinate to Districts.

Party as Government 

The core issue of every political party (regardless of ideology) is governance. Every political party must be 
prepared for the modus operandi when they have total control of the State. How is leadership dictated? 
How are laws and legislation implemented and enforced? How are financials allocated and 
institutionalized? Therefore, for a political party to operate effectively, it must be able to both scale up 
and down its operations at any given moment. There should be no meaningful distinction between a Party 
with 100 members or 1,000 members, or 10,000 members, or 300,000,000 members. For this transition 
from Party to Government to happen as seamlessly as possible, the internal operations and mechanisms 
must replicate a Government body. In fact, internal Party structure must do more than replicate 
Government, it must act as the /dea/or pure Government envisioned by the Party, and so Party members 
themselves must be /dea/ or pure citizens. This means Party members are afforded less rights than citizens. 
A citizen is not, and shouldn’t be expected to be, disciplined, such a luxury is not afforded to Party members 
and so they must undergo rigorous and consistent testing so that the Party only consists of upstanding 
citizens. These examinations and standards would necessarily be an invalidation of their rights (freedom of 
movement, privacy, occupation, etc.) as ordinary citizens, but Party members are not ordinary citizens. 
If undisciplined Party members are allowed to freely roam and dictate the policy of the Party, this would 
necessarily mean undisciplined citizens will be able to dictate the policy of the Government. In practical 
terms what this means is that leadership (which includes all Party members as they are leaders of their 
jurisdiction) is not a position of power but actually a position of hardship. In scientific terms, the Party is 
the control group, where the actions are observed and orchestrated with the utmost care. Today, is CPUSA 
acting as this control group? No. The operations of CPUSA couldn’t even scale from 1,000 members to 
15,000 members let alone to the full extent of the current American Government. None more expertly 
demonstrated than the decision to delay the National Convention. If, for whatever reason, the current 
American Government postponed a national level election how would the people react? Actually, we do 
know how they'd react from Donald Trump’s attempt to do just that in 2020. In fact we even know how 
CPUSA themselves reacted, one member stating “/ was discussing with some other comrades just a few 
weeks ago, ‘when he cancels the election then you know we are really, and you know we're almost there’ 
[reaching fascism]” (source: https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=ySJHMFePOHSs starting at 7:45). Why is 
election delaying a fascist tactic when incorporated by the American Government but totally acceptable 
when done by CPUSA? 


Why A Papertrail Matters 


In 1935, The Communist Party Manual on Organisation by J. Peters states, “ Dues paid by the individual 
members are divided among the Party organizations in the following pro- portion: the Unit retains 40 per 
cent of the amount collected from every individual member; 15 per cent goes to the Section; 15 per cent to 
the District and 30 per cent to the Center, of which amount one-third is for the special national trade-union 


fund.” Today, the current CPUSA constitution states, “/nitiation fees and dues shall be paid according to 
rates and procedures fixed by the National Committee...The income from dues and initiation fees shall be 
apportioned among the various subdivisions of the Party as determined by the National Committee.” What 
happened from 1935 to 2023 that caused such a drastic shift in discipline in CPUSA? Hearsay and word of 
mouth may have been acceptable sources of information in the past, but such “archival” strategies are 
ineffective today. With a papertrail (that means extensive documentation both during and after events 
have occurred), the answer to our question would be immediately available. Let’s also discuss another 
hypothetical. Let’s say, one day, the American State tries (and succeeds) to crush CPUSA resulting in nearly 
all Party members being eliminated. How then should future generations carry on our work? A papertrail 
allows our history, tradition, ideology, and code of conduct to exist outside any easily destroyable structure; 
it is easy to kill people, it is not so easy to kill information. This is all well and good for apocalyptic 
scenarios and self-analysis, but a papertrail also acts as a deterrent to misinformation. Bickering is an 
unfortunate reality of Party politics, accusations get thrown back and forth, and Party members inevitably 
act emotional. A papertrail allows claims to be substantiated immediately, and act as a place to point Party 
members to as a reliable source on the matter in the future. However, if a papertrail is to be of any worth it 
must also be accessible. A papertrail is not merely a collection of documents over a set period of time but 
rather a deliberate and concerted effort to continually document events and activities. It is not a static 
state of being, but something that exists in perpetuity, building as much history as that it documents. A 
good example of this is the discourse surrounding Joe Sims’ infamous blog post “Jen Worst and Best Ideas 
of Marxism” defenders of Joe Sims will retort that this blog post is “clearly satire” or has been labeled as 
satire by Joe Sims himself. However no written evidence exists of Joe Sims ever making this claim. If 
evidence of this claim were to exist it's either in a social media post, on a now defunct website, or in a 
deleted article (read not easily accessible if at all). However, what does have written evidence is the fact 
that Political Affair harbored many Webbite articles (the most egregious ones discussed above), as early as 
2010 Joe Sims was listed as its publisher (source: 
https://web.archive.org/web/20101007095857/http://politicalaffairs.net/about/), and articles from Sam 
Webb that are still available on websites where Joe Sims hold executive positions (People’s World, CPUSA, 
Political Affairs, etc.) still host his writings without any mention of his reactionary status. If a papertrail did 
exist, this matter would have been easily resolved with a simple and easily accessible document, but since 
this is not the case, all available evidence does not look favorably on Joe Sims even if he were to claim 
today it was “satire”.
